Headquarters of the newly 
enlarged region 111 of the I,on 
Angela* county public library 
will continue to he at the Tor 
ranee branch library, 1345 Posl
avf. <

Mrs. Dorothy .lamieson who 
has .supervised activities of the 
Torrance region since 11 was set 
up In 1937 when It. comprised 
but two branches, Torrance and 
Walteria, arid who took on su­ 
pervision of North Torrance 
whpn that branch waa opened 
and added 1o the region In Jan­ 
uary, 3952, now has supervision 
of fourteen branches.

Th« region, enlarged as part 
of the County Library's plan of 
expansion now comprises in ad­ 
dition to North Torrance at 3614 
174th st., and Walteria ar 3815 
West 232nd st., Carson, at 554 
East 231st ct.; Domlnguez, 2749 
Jackson st.; Gardens, 561 West 
Gardens, blvd.; Hermosa Beach, 
soulh entrance Municipal Pier; 
Keystone, 325 East Carson st.; 
Lawndale, H700 CIrevilla ave., 
soon to open in a new building 
in the newly completed Civic 
Canter; Lomita. 14704 Narbonne 
ave.; Manhattan Heights, 1107 
Herrin ave.; Manhattan Beach, 
1809 Manhattan ave.; Monet, 
16432 So. Western ave.; and 
Strawberry park, 1218 Compton 
blvd., Gardens.

Librarian Henderson has an 
nounced that; reglonalization of 
the library which decentralizes 
many of the administrative 
functloriB was done to speed new 
books to readers and cut down 
waiting time 'on request books.
